most economical. 
In fact, a "pure 


dye" satin lining will outwear 
the 
outer garment and retain its 
soft- 
ness, lustre and elegance to the end. 
"Then why adulterare it?" you 
ask. 
For just one reason—the cu- 


pidity of unscrupulous manufactur- 
ers. 
It is unnecessary to go into 
technical details of the process of 
adulteration, but suffice it to say. 
that while new raw silk costs 
the 


manufacturer S4 a pound, the cost of 
tin is but 40c a pound, and through 
the ingenuity of modern chemists it 
is now possible and/in fact, a com- 
mon practice, to saturate c. pound of 
pure silk yarn with three pounds of 
solution of tin.

Mascagni has lately been the hero 
of a love affair with a chorus girl 
of the Constanzi theatre in Rome, 
regarding which there have been 
many 
versions. 
Sorting out fact 


from fiction, as -well as one may, 
the truth regarding what Europe 
calls the "affaire Mascagni" appears 
to stack up as follows: 


The beginning ,01 the domestic 


troubles of the Mascagnis "was prob- 
ably due to the "artistic tempera- 
meat of the husband and the nag- 
ging proclivities of the wife. 
The 


composer is said to be notoriously 
lazy, and it is only the constant urg- 
ing of his wife that 
keeps him at 


work. 
Although devotedly attach- 


ed to her Pietro, the Signora has a 
violent temper, coupled with scant 
regard for the eccentricities of gen- 
ias. 
Composing, she considers, is

pupil if there is sickness at home, and 
whether any of the pupils in the room 
are suffering from "sore throat" o- 
like troubles. 


The order regards all forms of ill- 


ness to be contagious until pronounced 
otherwise by the physician in attend 
ance or the health department. 


The board of health hopes throagh 


t3ie enforcement of this order to re- 
duce the danger of contagion 
from 


cases of Illness which are not pro 


'iTiced coEtnnioiss on first diagnosis 
The order, which has the same ef- 


fect as an ordinance passed by the 
city council provides for a penalty ir 
case of con\ iction of parent or teach- 
er for failing to comply with the pro- 
visions of the measure.

Out of Commission. 


The intense heat of the past week 


was relieved Saturday noon by a 
heavy wind, rain and electrical storm 
which lasted for more than an hour. 
The storm was pronounced by many 
the most severe of the season and 
early reports from city and county 
indicate that the amount of damage 
done equals,if not exceeds, any storm 
this summer. 


Shortly before 2 o'clock 
a 
bolt 
struck a transformer in the 
alley
